In the county- of Milwaukee w-c 
got over 1.500 more votes than 
we received in Ihe fall of 1906, 
and about 2,000 more votes titan in 
the (all of 1904. 

Onlv Eugene V. Debs ran soiuc- 
wliat liehii^ the ticket, so that he 
only received just as many vdtes 
this vear as lie had four vears ago.

But Debii ran against Parker 
four tears ago and therefore he 
ran ahead of the ticket in 1404. 

This time IXbs ran against Bry¬ 
an. .And therefore Dehs ran be¬ 
hind the ticket in J<)08. 


In Wisconsin, where the party 
has gained so many enduring vic¬ 
tories, Tuesday- brought a record 
of gains and losses. There is the 
airious fact that in Milw-aukee the 
total vote secured by our assembly- 
eamlidatrs slxitv 
over two tears 


, a gain of r.873 
ago, and yet the 
number of men to go to the legis¬ 
lature of the slate w-ill be one. and 
possibly' two, less than before. The 
retolt in the Tenth assembly dis¬ 
trict will not be known for sure un¬ 
til a court order has enabled the 
contestants to open up the voting 
machines and verify the tallv sheet 
of the election inspectors, "rtie Re- 
pulilieans arc claiming the election 
by nine votes. The defeat of Carl 
D. Thompson for re-election in the 
Tw'elfth assembly district by less 
than ttX) votes, allhougli Ins vote 
increased by nearly three hundred, 
was one of the surprises. Besides 
this, however, we had some nar¬ 
row- escapes, Victor L. Berger in 
the Fifteenth .-A'sembly di'trict, 
comprising one city w-ard and the 
north tow-ns and farm districts, 
made an all but victorious nm and 
raised our party vote in tliat dis¬

Now really, why take these chances—why feel so "con¬ 
fident.** V'ou know this "confidence" game has many times proven that it 
is apt to explode like a bubble, and just as suddenly. 

Quft‘ feeling "confident" that you will not lose. Invest yoyr money 
with a growing institution, where you KNOW it will not be lost. 

There is another point. It is much better to invest your money in an 
institution that will use it to your interest, than to deposit it where it may 
be used against you. Bank your mone^ and what guarantee have you 
that it won’t be used by some corrupt, dirty politician. He may ro to the 
same bank and borrow the very money you deposited for ine purpose of 
carrying on his dirty work 

Stop helping your enemies. Don't furnish the resources for your op¬ 
ponents. Help yourself! Help your family! Help your class! Start 
right now.
